This is a terrible malady to which horses 


ire sometimes subject, and it is generally 
fatal, owing to thu want of skill on the part 
of veterinary physicians. 
The method par-" 


sued by them in its treatment has been 
blistering, clystering, &c., which rather ag- 
gravates than relieves the spasms that usu- 
ally attend it. 
Death genernlly ensued hy 


this practice, and the disease has been held 
to be almost incurable. 
In a Into number 


of the Edinburgh Veterinary Review, a 
new system of managing lock-jaw is de- 
scribed, and nearly nil the cases in which 
it has been applied have resulted favorably. 
The plan consists of a hot water packing 
similar to that pursued in the 'water euro' 
for tho genus home/. 
As soon as the horse 


3 observed to be affected with tetanus, it 
is wrapped from bond to tail in four or five 
pairs of blankets which have been rang out 
of warm water at a temperature of 200° 
Fab. 
The animal is then allowed a perfect 


rest and quietness for about two hours, 
when warm water of the above temperature 
is poured along its back outside of the blan- 
ket, and another like period of repose al- 
owed, and so on until a cure is effected.— 
A thin gruel of fl'>ur, oat, or Indian corn is 
given, when the jaws of the animal are ca- 
pable of being opened. 
As horses are lia- 


ble to take lock-j aw from pricks in the feet 
caused by careless or unskillful blacksmiths 
while shoeing them, this simple method of 
managing the disease can ba applied by any 
person, aud ia designed, wo think, to be of 
considerable benefit. 


The Itible in Russia. — The present Czar 


of Russia has reconstituted tbe Bible Socie- 
ty, which was suspended during bis father's 
reign, making it a donation of 25,000 rou- 
bl«a (about §20,000,) and promising it an 
annual subscription of 10.000 roubles. —

the now Testament in Finnish and Esthoni- 
an, and many religious books and tracts are 
circulated.

from all parts of the United Kingdom, but 
two of them are put 
down an from New- 


foundland, two as natives of St. Domingo. 
Most of thorn are idiots and 
imbeciles, 


most of thorn hopelessly insane, and one 
cargo is known to have been shipped from 
a lunatic asylum near Boston, no one being 
appoinied iu charge of them. 
Those who 


are sensible enough to give an account of 
themselves will be removed to tboir own 
parishes, but there are many who can give 
no intelligible account, and one ivotntm ap- 
parently cannot speak at all. 
The cruelty, 


as well as the injustice of the proceeding,
